Vanderbilt  offers  Auburn  any  play  in  date  ex- 
cept Thanksgiving.    Game  to  be  played  in  Nash- 
ville.   Advise  disposition  right  away. 

(Signed)  Chas.  C.  Trabue." 
To  this  telegram  the  Auburn  management  sent 
the  following  answer: 


"Birmingham.  Ala..  Dev.  1st.  L910. 
Mr.  Chas.  Trabue. 
Nashville,  Tenn. 
We  will  guarantee  that  the  gate  receipts  in 
Birmingham  for  Nov.  11th  will  be  larger  than 
the  average  receipts  of  the  last  two  Auburn-Yan- 
derbilt  games  in  Nashville.  In-as-mueh  as  the 
last  two  games  have  been  played  in  Nashville, 
we  think  it  is  your  time  to  play  on  neutral 
ground.    Wire  me  Hillman  Hotel. 

(Signed)  Thomas  Bragg." 
To  this  telegram  Mr.  Trabue  answers  as  fol- 
lows :

Hillman  Hotel, 

Birmingham.  Ala. 
Your  telegram  affords  no  further  opportunity 
for  deliberation  and  we  adhere  to  former  decis- 
ion.   Nashville  is  best  football  town  in  the  South 
if  you  have  winning  team.
